This bill amends the Pharmacy Practice Act to require the pharmacy board to adopt
rules regarding the disposal of unused prescription drugs in accordance with federal
laws and regulations.

» enacts a requirement that the pharmacy board allow a pharmacy to take back unused
prescription drugs if the federal rules permit a pharmacy take back program; and
» requires the pharmacy board to enact administrative rules regarding unused drug
take back programs once federal rules related to drug take back programs are
published.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of Utah:
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Section 1. Section 58-17b-622 is enacted to read:
58-17b-622. Disposal of unused prescription drugs.

(1) A pharmacy may accept unused prescription drugs for disposal in accordance with

administrative rules adopted by the board.
(2) The board shall adopt administrative rules regarding a pharmacy accepting unused

prescription drugs for disposal as permitted by federal law and regulation relating to the

disposal of unused prescription drugs.
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
